FUNDING SUMMARY

This Bill, as amended, appropriates atotal of $534.5 million from the General Fund for FY 2014 to the Pagel,Line8
Departments of Justice, Corrections, Inspections and Appeals, Public Defense, Human Rights, and Public

Safety, the lowa Law Enforcement Academy, Board of Parole, and Civil Rights Commission. Thisisan

increase of $10.5 million compared to estimated FY 2013. This Bill also appropriates atotal of $14.0 million

from other funds for FY 2014 reflecting no change compared to estimated FY 2013.

Department of Justice: General Fund decrease of $279,000 compared to estimated FY 2013 due to: Page 1, Line9

® A genera decrease of $572,000 to the Office of the Attorney General.
® Anincrease of $293,000 to Legal Services Poverty Grants.

Department of Corrections: General Fund increase of $6.4 million compared to estimated FY 2013 due to: Page 2, Line 38

® $4.0 million increase to open new correctional beds at the lowa Correctiona Institution for Women at
Mitchellville and Community-Based Corrections (CBC) facilitiesin Waterloo, Sioux City, Davenport,
and Ottumwa.

® $398,000 to create atele-psychiatry unit at the lowa Medical Classification Center at Oakdale to
provide services to offenders.

® $1.6 million increase for the lowa Corrections Offender Network (ICON). Of this amount, $500,000 is
currently funded through an allocation from the Technology Reinvestment Fund.

Appropriations Subcommittee and the LSA by January 15, 2014. Specifies the contents of the report.

Encourages State agencies to buy products from lowa Prison Industries whenever possible. Requires State Page 7, Line 41
agencies to obtain abid from lowa Prison Industries for purchases of office furniture exceeding $5,000, or in
accordance with administrative rules.

It isthe intent of the General Assembly that the Public Safety Training and Facility Task Force develop a Page 28, Line 19
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coordinated plan for the construction of a consolidated fire and police public safety training facility and to
establish a consistent and steady funding mechanism to defray public safety training costs on an ongoing
basis.

The Public Safety Training and Facility Task Forceis required to submit interim reports to the General
Assembly every December 31 with the final report due December 31, 2016.

Requires areport to the Chairs and Ranking Members of the Justice System Appropriations Subcommittee
and the L SA regarding the number of special agents permitted for each racetrack and the activities of the
agents at those tracks.

The task force
shall also develop a proposal for a joint public safety
training facility, a budget for construction and future
operation of the facility, financing options, including
possible public-private partnerships, for construction
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and operation of the facility, and potential locations
for the facility that are centrally located in this
state.

The task force shall provide interim reports
to the general assembly by December 31 of each year
concerning the activities of the task force and shall
submit its final report, including its findings and
